The guards tand strikers fired vcl- 


*ley after volley -at each other, but at 
this hx>ur it is not known whether 
anyone was killed. The governor of 
Virginia was appealed to to send 
troops to Pocahontas at once. 
. At 2 o'clock this afternoon officials 
of the Pocnhontas company claim 
<that the fire in their leading mine is 
practically under control and they 
apprehend but little more damage. 
Three, strikers are reported injured, 
the result of the conflict with guards 
soon after the fire was discovered. 
The mine in which the fire is in (pro- 
gress is known as 'the Baby mine and 
is the same one in which twenty 
miners and a number of officials Ic&t 
their lives several months ago, and 
the same where 200 miners lost their 
lives <a dozen years ago. It is the 
largest on t*he line of £he Norfolk and 
Western r'ailroad ami has> four main 
entrances. Every on'trance is new be- 
ing he&vily guarded. Mine officials 
expect the governors of both Virginia 
and Weat Virginia to comply with 
their request for troops.

Bochester, N. Y., Sept. 2.—Judge 


Samuel Trait, of St. Louis, Mo., one 
of the most distinguished jurists in 
the west and the oldest Harvard 
graduate whose home was west of 
the Mississippi, died yesterday in 
this city. He had been thirty years 
United States judge for the eastern 
district of Missouri and -for fifteen 
years hud been in retirement, having 
resigned his office in 1887. 


Judge Treat will be remembered 


chiefly for the value of his decisions 
on important points in which there 
was no precedent. In all the diffi- 
culties attendant upon the civil war 
he was pie-eminent, and in many 
matters which involved international 
law his decisions stand as models O'f 
judicial insight, while he was also an 
authoiity on maritime insurance-, 
having delved deep into its difficul- 
ties at the time when the commerce 
of St. Louis was almost entirely done 
by water. 


LEFT HARVARD IN 1837. 


Samuel Treat was born in Ports- 


mouth, N. H., Dec. 17, 1815. His 
preparatory education was obtained 
at a public high school in his native 
town. At the age of 16 he completed 
his education at that school, and for 
one year thereafter he was employed 
as assistant teacher in the sime 
school. 


In 1833 he enteied Harvard uni- 


versity and graduated in 1837. He 
was the first example in. New Eng- 
land of a student who entered Hai- 
vard university directly from a pub- 
lic sehool without having passed 
through an intermediate training 
school.

Duiing the time of pur- 
suing his legal studies Hr, Treat was 
elected to take charge of tthe Temple 
Hill academy, in Geneseo, N. Y., and 
while there he continued his legal 
studies under Governor John. Young. 
In November, 1840, lhe resigned his 
position as principal of the academy 
that he might devote more timeito Ms 
legal studies. He resided in Geneseo 
lliree years, and while there was mar- 
vied. 


He went to St. Louis in 1841 sand 


was admitted to the .bar by Judge 
IVIullanphy. 
He 
devoted several 


yeais thereafter to newspaper work. 
In 1848 lie gave up his editorial 
duties and spent ithe winter in Cuba 
011 account of his health. 


FIRST APPOINTED JUDGE. 


On his return to St. Louis lie aban- 


doned journalism -and was appointed 
by Governor King in August, 1849, 
judge of the court of common pleas 
in St. Louis. By an act of (the general 
assembly 
of 
Missouri, 
approved 


March, 1851. the office of the judge 
of (the St. Louis court of common 
pleas was vacated and provision was 
made for the election (by 'the people 
of St. Louis county of a judge of that 
court. Judge Treat became a candi- 
date for the office. He was elected 
by the people in August, 1851, and 
continued in office until 1857. 


It was on MPich 3, 1857, that he 


was appointed United States judge 
for the eastern distiiot of Missouri, 
which office he resigned to take effect 
on March 5, 1887. He was then 71 
years old. 


Judge Treat 'had been sixty years 


in St. Louis. 
The contemporaries of 


Ms youth and middle life were gone 
and he had no part in public affairs 
in many ystors. From one of the best 
known and most frequently seen piib- 
lic men of St. Louis he had within 
a few years become one of the least 
heard of and least seen, not even his 
initrmate acquaintances having seen 
him more than a half dozen times 
within the last half dozen years.

T'he mate -and the crew replied that 
suoh action would ibe nn&iny, as they 
had ina'de tiheir contracts with Cap- 
tain Johanssen. Mr. Baldw.iu then 
threatened Jthe crew with punish- 
ment for mutiny against him, the 
owner and leader of the expedition. 
Captain Johansseii advised the crew 
to avoid trouble. 


'On returning from the 01eig<li ex- 


pedition May 21, Mr. Baldwin com- 
municated in [writing to Captain Jo- 
liansseii the announcement of his 
discharge, 'and Captain Johanssen ie- 
quested the auate of the America to 
take command. 


Upon returning to No-nway Captain 


Johanssen telegraphed the agent 01 
William Zeigler, of New York, not 
to -forward money to 'Mr. Baldwin. 
Mr. Zeigler is the financial backer 
of the expedition. Mr. Baldwin 
ceivecl. however, $10,800, which uie 
deposited at Golhenbxirg, Sweden, to 
the cieJit of the Swedish crew of ttie 
Ameiica, 


The skiglx expedition refaried 'o 


above leached a point within 
one 


d^y's travel of the depot of the Du;se 
Be Abruzzi, but no search was made 
for the lost Bailors of t'hat expedition. 


The failuie of the Baldwin expedi- 


tion is ascribed by Captain Dreilick 
to inteiuM troubles &nd Mr. Bald- 
win's incompetency as a leader.

Three engines and ten or twelve 


freight cars were derailed and more 
or lessdoanagedby a .head-on collision 
between Wabash passenger train No. 
2 and eaatra freight -train No. 425, 
thiee miles east of Peru, at 4:30 
o'clock this morning. The passenger 
train was running as a "double 
header" and was hauled by engine 
77, Engineer Dissler and Fireman 
Thayer, and engine 71, Engineer 
Fritz and Fireman Stockton, and was 
in charge, of Conductor Fording. It 
was on time and -had 'hardly attained 
its normal running speed after leav- 
ing Pe<ru, when the engineer on the 
leading engine noticed the freight 
bearing down upon fliim. Immedi- 
ately shutting off steam and apply- 
ing (brakes and giving the signal to 
ttie following engine crew, 'the otlhers 
jumped and ©scaped injury. The 
freigth was haoilod tby engine 421, 
with Engineer Washburn and Fire- 
man Carry in thecab. When Engineer 


c&burn sa.w the approaching pas- 


senger train die was running at the 
rate of twenty-five miles an hour, 
and, although he applied the- brakes 
immediately #nd reversed the engine, 
he was unable to check the speed* 
The impetus of tthe iti'ain carried it 
forward and it crashed into the ipas- 
semger train with terrific force. 
Messrs. Washbuin and Carry also 
jumped and escaped injury. The pas- 
senger tiain was Oieavily loaded and 
the pAisssngers were considerably 
shaken up by the impact, but none 
were in the least injured. Included 
among 
tdie passsngeis were the 


Shamrock ball team, of this city, and 
the Philadelphia ball club. 
The 


tracks were completely blocked and 
the passenger cars were pulled back 
to Peru, where'Oft'her engines were at- 
tached ^and tihey were devoured via

any persons were injured. The wreck 
crew from this city was summoned 
and is still on the scene.

though with 
technical inaccuracy, 


known as trusts, would <take 
the 


trouble ito (read my messages when 
I was governor, -what I said on the 
stump two yeais <ago and what I put 
into my first message to congress, I 
think they ^ould have 'been less as- 
tonished. 
I said (nothing ou the 


stump that I did not think I foould 
make good, and I shall not (hesitate 
now to take* the position which 
I 


then advocated. I am even more 
anxious tbat^you who 'hear what I 
say should think of it than you 
should applaud it. 
JI am not 'going 


to -try to define with technical ac- 
curacy what ought to ba meant when 
we speak of a -trust. But if by trust 
we mean merely a big corporation, 
then I ask you to ponder the utter 
folly of th&cmau who either in a 
spirit of rancor or in a spiiit of folly 
says 'Destroy the trusts/ without 
giving you an idea of what 'he means 
really to do, I will go with him if 
he says destroy the evil in the trusts, 
gladly. 
(Applause.) 


."I will try *o ihid( out that evil. 


I will seek to apply remedies, which 
I have already 
outlined in other 


speeches. But 
if 'his policy, from 


whatever motive, whether hatred, 
fear, panic or just sheer ignorance, 
is to destroy 'the trusts in <a way that 
will destroy all our prosperity, no. 
Those onen who advocate wild and 
foolish remedies which would be 
worse than the disease, are doing all 
in their power to perpetuate the evils 
•again-st which they nominally war, 
because if we «are brought face to 
face with the naked issue of either 
keeping or totally destroying a pros- 
perity, in which the majority share, 
but in which some share improperly, 
why, 
as 
sensibl e 
men 
we 


must decide that it is <a great deal 
better that some.people should pros-

Referring to the coriddtion which 


existed in 1893, the president said: 


"There was no trouble about any- 


body making too much money then, 
The tiuste were down, but -the 
trouble was that we were -all of us 
down. Nothing 'but harm to the 
whole body politic? can come from 
ignorant agitation, carried on par- 
tially against real evils, partially 
against imaginary evils, -but in a 
spirit which 
-wpuld substitute N for 


the real evils, evils just as (real -and 
infinitely gmtter. 
Those onen, if 


they should succeed, -could do noth- 
ing to bring about «a solution of the 
great problems with which, we are 
confronted. ' I think -we can get 
laws which will measurably increase 
the power of the federal government 
over corporations; 'but, gentlemen, I 
believe firmly *that in the end there 
will 'have to be 'an amendment to «the 
constitution of the nation tjonfeiring 
additional power upon the federal 
'government to deal with corpora- 
tions. To get tfaat 'will be <a matter 
of difficulty and a matter of *time.
